And ask him whether he was authorized 
by the President to say so. 

General Pleasonton’s letter in reply 
to this is quoted in my speech, bes 5 
as follows : | 

New York, Jan 25, 1872, 
DEAK GENERAL : 
Regarding the conversation you refer 
to in your note, | remember it was with 
the knowledge and consent, and after I 
had « conversation with him, (the 
President) that I called upon you and 
had the conversation you spoke of. My 
impression at this time is, that the 
President desired your support for his 
St. Domingo scheme, and wished to be 
on such terms with you that your sup- 
port could be obtained. I do not now 
remember any particular language used 
at my interview with the President, and 
would not hazard doing him an injus- 
tice by attempting to quote trom 
memory, but the impression made upon 
my mind by the interview was fixed 
and distinct.

Lhave since received from General 
Pleasonton the following note : 
New York, July 25, 1872. 
Dear General—Ot course I have no 
objection to your giving my name to the 
public. In explanation of the facts, I 
would say that, being a friend of the 
President as well as of yourself, I de 
sired you should be on good terms, and 
you should understand that there was 
no personal feeling in the way of tela- 
tions mutually satisfactory. Your state- 
ment is correct that the President want- 
ed your support tor his St. Domingo 
scheme, and that you could have had 
the patronage of the government for 
giving it. That was the distinct im- 
pression the VPresident’s conversation 
made upon my mind, and I communi- 
cated it to you at the time. If the 
President positively denies having had 
any such conversation I regret it. I 
may console myself with the reflection 
that this is the first time that any state- 
meut of mine has been questioned, 
while the President has had occasion | 
before this to distrust the accuracy of 
his recoilections.

In justice to General Pleasanton I 
must add that the drift of what he said 
co me is correctly stated in his note. 
When he found that I had conscien- 
tious ‘objections to the St. Domingo 
scheme he urged no further to support 
it. Hedesired me to go and see the 
President, to which I replied, that if 
the President wanted to speak with me 
on public business, I should consid- 
er it my official duty as a Senator to 
respond toa note from him requesting 
metocall. And that was the end of it. 
My recollection is that General Pieasan- 
ton intimated to me at the time that he 
spoke with the knowledge and consent 
of the President. I inquired about it 
afterward in writing, for the purpose of 
cither strengthening or correcting my 
impression concerning that fact. 
Although the President recently con- 
descended in an interview with a Zler- 
ald reporter to say that my opposition 
was owing to an unsatisfied desire for 
patronage, or words to that effect, I 
had, as will not now be denicd, some 
excellent reasons to think that if I 
wanted patronage I had w very good 
chance to obtain it at the expense of 
my convictions of duty.

was due from me to him. Prompted 
| by that consideration alone, I heard his 
speech, Towards the close of it be 
turned and addressing himself directly 
to me, made a violent attack on Minis- 
ters, in which he charged, that before 
the war they were all secessionists ; that 
they made war speeches and brought on 
the war; induced others to go into Mp 
and then shirked it themselves, 
quietly but promply repelled the as- 
sault. He made no reply, but then 
made a vivient assault upon the Metho- 
dist Church, South, ee” that he 
knew me to ke a leading Minister of 
that Church, and that she was re- 
sponsible for the war and its con- 
sequences—that the Methodist Church 
brought on secession, and that 
brought oa the war. I promptly, but 
briefly, replied to the charge. At chis 
time Mr. Sherrard, of Wayne county, 
(who, I believe holds some office, or isa 
candidate for something.) came to the 
aid of Colovel Hargrove, by making a 
personal a‘tack upon Dr. Deems. Both 
talked at me at the sametime. I made 
no reply to Mr. Shertard. He and Dr. 
Deems are both known to the citizens 
of Duplin, which rendered a reply un 
necessary. The Colonel soon closed, 
and Me. Sherrard also ciosed avout the 
same time. A negro then mounted the 
rostrum, poured out a glass from the 
pitcher from which Colonel Hargrove 
had drank quite freely, swallowed down 
about half of it, and poured the remin- 
der back into the pitcher, and 
then took his seat by the side of the 
Governor. The Governor left. Har- 
grove, the n and Sherrard re- 
mained. I will add that nothing had 
occurred to provoke the attack either 
on the ministers or the Methodist 
Church. I have not seen the account of 
this affair as given in the Republican 
papers, but have been told by a friend 
that they represent the Colonel as giv- 
ing it to me so heavily that I left. That 
isa mistake. I stayed until after the 
Governor left, and rode thirteen miles 
the next day to the place at which the 
Cononel was to speak, and sat im- 
mediately in frout ot him during his en- 
tire speech, tu let him kuow that if he 
chose to repeat the attack, either oa the 
ministers or the Methodist Church, 
that [ was onhand. He did not repeat 
the attack on either. The public will 
judge which man had gotten enough 
of it, 
I will close by saying that some of 
my warmest personal friends belong to 
the Republican party ; that 1 was pre- 
sent asan act of courtesy, which I 
thought due to Colonei Hargrove, from 
kind relations that bad for years 
existed between myself and his 
father and family; that I did not 
know that a Minister of the Gospel 
could not be*present ata Republican 
meeting Without being personally in- 
sulted ; that when the cntire Christian 
ministry was assailed in my presence, 
they could not expect me to do less 
than repel the unprovoked assault. 
But lassure them that they have no 
need to feel concern for any one in CoR- 
nection with this matter but Colonel 
Hargrove, tbeir candidate for Attorney 
General; that the thousands of Minis- 
ters of all denominations who were so 
wantonly assailed by him, and the tens 
of thousands of Methodists will, on the 
first Thursday in August, remember his 
attack. Even the negroes who heard 
him told me they would not vote for a 
man who talked about preachers like 
that man talked.
